SAIGON, 
Indochina (IP — Gov­ 
ernment troops destroyed the head­ 
quarters of the rebel Binh Xuyen 
gang 
and drove 
its commandos 
back 
to a river 
island today 
in 
a great but bloody civil war vic­ 
tory 
for 
pro-American 
Prem ier 
Ngo Binh Diem. 
The 
counter - attacking 
loyal 
; troops, 
moving 
under cover 
of 
heavy mortar barrages, shattered 
the rebels’ 
main strongpoints 
in 
a two-day battle that killed several 
hundred persons, wounded nearly 
1,000 
and 
left 
100.000 
persons 
homeless. 
In the wake of his victory, Diem 
spurned 
an order 
from Chief of 
State Bao Dai to fly to the Riviera 
and 
to give 
up control of 
the 
army. 
His cabinet sent a message 
to the absentee chief of state af­ 
firming that Diem’s presence 
in 
Saigon was essential and that 
no 
one had the authority to replace 
him. 
Try for Cease-fire 
The 
government 
forces moved 
quickly to complete their victory 
over the tough Binh Xuyen troops. 
The v i c t o r i o u s government 
troops 
ousted the 
rebels from 
a 
i schoolhouse 
strongpoint, 
drove 
them 
from their 
m ajor defense 
post at the Van Cam movie theater 
—last major Binh Xuygen strong­ 
hold in Saigon—and then swept on 
toward the rebel headquarters. 
They left in their wake shattered 
houses, pools of blood and burned- 
out 
houses 
but 
they 
pressed 
through 
rebel sniper 
fire to the 
Y-bridge leading 
across a canal 
to the Chinese city of Cholon. They 
blew up the bridge and bombarded 
rebel 
headquarters 
into flaming 
rubble.

Benson Soys High 
Supports One of 
Dust Bowl Causes 
WASHINGTON (UP' — Agricul- 
ture Secretary Ezra Taft Benson 
said today past Democratic farm 
policies are partially responsible 
for the current drought in the Mid­ 
west. 
Benson, just back from a tour 
of the drought area states, attend­ 
ed a Cabinet meeting at the White 
House and remained behind to re­ 
port to President Eisenhower on 
his trip to Colorado, Kansas, Okla- i 
homa, Texas and New Mexico 
Benson said he believes one of 
the reasons for the current dust 
bowl problem in the West was 
“high rigid 
(price) 
supports on 
wheat which encouraged expansion 
of wheat acreage in marginal are­ 
as.” 
“So. the government has con­ 
tributed to the situation to the ex­ 
tent that we had an unusual farm 
program and the government has 
a moral obligation to correct,” Ben 
son said. 
Benson has called a meeting of 
IO Western state governors 
for 
early June to discuss supplemental 
steps to cope with the drought. 
He 
said the federal contribution in the 
meantime consisted largely of an 
em ergency feed program and ex­ 
tension of emergency credit. 


To Draft 10,000 
In May and June 


WASHINGTON (UP)— The Army 
will draft 10.000 men in June, the 
Defense Department announced to­ 
day. 
The same num ber will be 
drafted in May. 
The June call will bring to 1,908,- 
430 the number of men drafted 
into the armed forces since the 
Korean War.

81,430 and all the rest went to the 
Army. 
The May and June calls arc 2,000 
higher than April’s.
